Railroad Shop Employees Get 


Wage Cut Averaging From 9 
To 5 Cents Per Hour July 1 


Chicago, Illinois, June 6.—Wages of railroad shop em- 


ployes were cut $60,000,000 a year today by the United States 
railroad labor board. Five hundred thousand men, under nor- 
mal conditions, are affected. • The Board's decision follows 
closely the one reducing maintenance of way employes 
$50,000,000. The largest division of shop equipment mainten- 
ance employes, machinists, boiler makers, blacksmiths and 
electricians, are reduced seven cents an hour. 
The pay of 


freight car crews is cut nine cents an hour and car cleaners 
five cents. 


The, cut will mean that more men will be required to 


repair the equipment of the roads. 
Carriers have contended 


that because of high wages rolling stock has deteriorated for 
lack of funds to hire men to do the work. 
The Board said 


the cut represented a decrease in the cost of living. Under the 
decision, which is effective July 1st, 70c an hour is the minimum 
rate of pay for machinists.

• Over seventy-seven per cent of the graduates in the School 


of Agriculture at the Pennsylvania State College actually fol- 
low the profession for which their college work prepared them. 
This excellent showing is brought out in the 5l4 responses to 
^questionnaire sent to the graduates by Dean R. L. Watts. 
'Ehis survey offers a refutation to the argument of those who 
are not in sympathy with higher education, that agricultural 
colleges lead boys and girls away from rather than to the farm, 
^hen it is known that 148 of these .graduates, or 29 per cent, 
are engaged in practical farming. From this number, many 
instances of successful Penn State farmers can be cited. The 
fact that the largest number of former students are in real 
farm practice is further evidence of the opportunities and pos- 
sibilities to be found in scientific farm management. 


' 
Ninety-five of the alumni who replied are teachers, forty- 


three of whom are employed in Pennsylvania agricultural 
vocational schools. Seventy-eight are engaged in county agent 
work or other, agricultural extension service, fifty-five of that 
number being in Pennsylvania. Thirty-five agricultural chem- 
ists are employed in industrial concerns requiring such services, 
and thirty of the forestry graduates are working in that field, 
many with the United States Forestry Service. Practically all 
of the botany and landscape architecture alumni are in their 
chosen professions. From these returns it is evident that Penn 
State is functioning satisfactorily in the -training, of scientific 
farmers and workers essential to the agriculture industry. 


" 
Deciding the celebrated Coronado Coal case the Supreme 


Court held that labor organizations are amenable to the Sher- 
man Act and that under it such organizations may be prose- 
cuted. The Court also held that labor unions are suable. Chief 
Justice Taft did not indicate any dissent.

The case presenting the question was an appeal by the 


U*. M. W. of A., District No. 20, and its officers, 27 local unions 
m'that district-and 65 individuals, some of the latter not mem- 
bers from a decision of the District Court of Arkansas, hold- 
ing them guilty of violating the Sherman Act during coal mine 
strikes in Arkansas in 1914 and imposing damages of $214,000. 


The effect of the decision will be to set aside the damages 


because of the finding that'the acts which caused the destruc- 
tion of property were not incited for the purpose of restraining 
inier-state commerce. 
• . 


' During the strike damage was done to the CoBonado mine. 


/ 
In view of federal legislation the Court announced "that 


such organizations are suable in the federal courts and that 
' funds accumulated to conduct strikes are subject to seizure 


to* pay damages during strikes." On the ground that there 
was nothing in the evidence to show that, the international 
union had authorized the strike or took any part in preparation 
for it or its maintenance, the court concluded that the union 
and its officers should not have been held by the trial court 
as/subject to joint liability.

' 
It was necessary, however, in order to hold District No. 


20 liable in this case to establish that the conspiracy to attack 
the mine and stop non-union employment] was with.intent to 
restrain inter-state commerce and monopolize it, Chief.Justice 
Taft stated adding that while coal mining is not inter-state and 
obsta-ucting of coal mining is. not a direct obstruction, Congress-, 
has the power to subject such acts to Federal supervision 


Labor leaders, including officers of the Federation of La- 


bor, while expressing concern over the sweeping Provision of 
the decision, declined to authorize any;statement .in .advance 
of a careful studv of the decision. They were particularly 
interested in that section which held that the treasury of abor 
organizations could be held for damages cause.*- by labor

Chicago, Illinois, June 6.—Wages of railroad shop em- 


ployes were cut $60,000,000 a year today by the United States 
railroad labor board. Five hundred thousand men, under nor- 
mal conditions, are affected. • The Board's decision follows 
closely the one reducing maintenance of way employes 
$50,000,000. The largest division of shop equipment mainten- 
ance employes, machinists, boiler makers, blacksmiths and 
electricians, are reduced seven cents an hour. 
The pay of 


freight car crews is cut nine cents an hour and car cleaners 
five cents. 


The, cut will mean that more men will be required to 


repair the equipment of the roads. 
Carriers have contended 


that because of high wages rolling stock has deteriorated for 
lack of funds to hire men to do the work. The Board said 
the cut represented a decrease in the cost of living. Under the 
decision, which is effective July 1st, 70c an hour is the minimum 
rate of pay for machinists.

• Over seventy-seven per cent of the graduates in the School 


of Agriculture at the Pennsylvania State College actually fol- 
low the profession for which their college work prepared them. 
This excellent showing is brought out in the 5l4 responses to 
^questionnaire sent to the graduates by Dean R. L. Watts. 
'Ehis survey offers a refutation to the argument of those who 
are not in sympathy with higher education, that agricultural 
colleges lead boys and girls away from rather than to the farm, 
^hen it is known that 148 of these .graduates, or 29 per cent, 
are engaged in practical farming. From this number, many 
instances of successful Penn State farmers can be cited. The 
fact that the largest number of former students are in real 
farm practice is further evidence of the opportunities and pos- 
sibilities to be found in scientific farm management. 


' 
Ninety-five of the alumni who replied are teachers, forty- 


three of whom are employed in Pennsylvania agricultural 
vocational schools. Seventy-eight are engaged in county agent 
work or other, agricultural extension service, fifty-five of that 
number being in Pennsylvania. Thirty-five agricultural chem- 
ists are employed in industrial concerns requiring such services, 
and thirty of the forestry graduates are working in that field, 
many with the United States Forestry Service. Practically all 
of the botany and landscape architecture alumni are in their 
chosen professions. From these returns it is evident that Penn 
State is functioning satisfactorily in the -training, of scientific 
farmers and workers essential to the agriculture industry. 


" 
Deciding the celebrated Coronado Coal case the Supreme 


Court held that labor organizations are amenable to the Sher- 
man Act and that under it such organizations may be prose- 
cuted. The Court also held that labor unions are suable. Chief 
Justice Taft did not indicate any dissent.

The case presenting the question was an appeal by the 


U*. M. W. of A., District No. 20, and its officers, 27 local unions 
m'that district-and 65 individuals, some of the latter not mem- 
bers from a decision of the District Court of Arkansas, hold- 
ing them guilty of violating the Sherman Act during coal mine 
strikes in Arkansas in 1914 and imposing damages of $214,000. 


The effect of the decision will be to set aside the damages 


because of the finding that'the acts which caused the destruc- 
tion of property were not incited for the purpose of restraining 
inier-state commerce.

' During the strike damage was done to the CoBonado mine. 


/ 
In view of federal legislation the Court announced "that 


such organizations are suable in the federal courts and that 
' funds accumulated to conduct strikes are subject to seizure 


to* pay damages during strikes." On the ground that there 
was nothing in the evidence to show that, the international 
union had authorized the strike or took any part in preparation 
for it or its maintenance, the court concluded that the union 
and its officers should not have been held by the trial court 
as/subject to joint liability. 
. 


' 
It was necessary, however, in order to hold District No. 


20 liable in this case to establish that the conspiracy to attack 
the mine and stop non-union employment] was with.intent to 
restrain inter-state commerce and monopolize it, Chief.Justice 
Taft stated adding that while coal mining is not inter-state and 
obsta-ucting of coal mining is. not a direct obstruction, Congress-, 
has the power to subject such acts to Federal supervision 


Labor leaders, including officers of the Federation of La- 


bor, while expressing concern over the sweeping Provision of 
the decision, declined to authorize any;statement .in .advance 
of a careful studv of the decision. They were particularly 
interested in that section which held that the treasury of abor 
organizations could be held for damages cause.*- by labor
